The debate stems from state- 
ments about Israel made by 
Toynbee in an "informal bull-ses- 
sion" at Hillel last week. A wides- 
pread public reaction followed 
the talk, including a challenge to 
a public debate by Herzog. 

Student cards are necessary for 
entry to Hillel. Both Herzog and 
Toynbee accepted an invitation 
to hold the debate at Hillel in 
view of the fact that the contro- 
versy was touched off there. 

Rabbi Dr. Samuel Cass, direc- 
tor of Hillel, announced yester- 
day that "We will accomodate 
as many people as possible-within 
the physical capacity of Hillel 
House". 

Cass added when interviewed 
by the Dailu yesterday, "The 



house is comfortable and whon 
filled holds a goodly number. I 
should imagine there will be as 
many present as there were for 
last week's discussion". Last 
week's turnout was estimated to 
be 200. 

STATEMENTS 

Toynbee told the students last 
week that Israel's treatment of 
the Arabs in 1947 was compara- 
ble, in a moral sense, to Nazi 
Germany's extermination of 
0.000,000 Jews during World War 
II. 

He also challenged the histo- 
rical claim of the Jews to Israel, 
stating that world chaos would 
result if nations tried to press 
today territorial claims 2,000 
years old.

Dr. Toynbee requested this, and 
when interviewed by the Dailu 
last night, he stated that the con- 
dition of the debate were pro- 
posed by Herzog and "I fell in 
with them". 

He continued that as far as he 
understood, Rabbi Cass will act 
as moderator" of the discussion. 
Rabbi Cass, when questioned on 
.this, replied that the two men 
would not need a moderator, but 
would simply have a chairman to 
introduce them. 

RADIO 

Radio stations in the city will 
be broadcasting the debate today. 
CKGM will broadcast exccrpls of 
the debate as it goes on between 
12 and 2 pm, and will air the 
complete debate starting at 0:03 
tonight. 

The CRC will record the discus- 
sion for a delayed broadcast, and 
CFCF will broadcast the debate 
at 0:30 tonight. CJAD will tape 
the debate and fly it by jet to 
the Voice Of Israel, the Israeli na- 
tional network. It will also broad- 
cast excerpts of the debate durinif 
the day and a full recording of 
it beginning at 0:30 tonight.

"inteiTerinjr in the duty of 
an officer" was later with- 
drawn. 

The student/ Mortimer B. Zu- 
ckerman was walking in a wes- 
terly direction along Maplewood 
Avenue Sunday when he noticed 
a police car veering in order 
to avoid colliding with a car pull- 
ing out from the curb. The squad 
car stopped and police got out 
to question the driver of the 
parked car, said the student, and 
when he offered his opinions 
as to the cause of the near mi- 
shap he claimed that police of- 
ficers told him it was "none of 
his business" and told him to 
move on despite the fact that he 
offered his name as a witness. 



When Zuckerman persisted in 
acting as witness, the police de- 
Pjdcd to place him under arrest. 
The patrolman hit me on the 
back and side as I moved to the 
car, then pushed me against the 
car and assisted me inside with 
a kick of his boot", Zuckerman 
told the Vaily. He said he was 
taken to the Gatiheau station 
where the charge was laid, and 
held incommunicado about four 
hours before removal to Police 
Headquarters where he was al- 
lowed to call a lawyer and obtain 
bis release. 

LOITERING AT BUS STOP 

In an interview with the Daily 
after his harrowing experience, 



Zuckerman told of a debate with 
a fellow "prisoner" who was ar- 
rested for loitering while waiting 
for a bus. Said Zuckerman with 
a frown: "That was quite an ex- 
perience, learning the law first 
hand. 'The bank robbers will 
roam the streets, but the police 
power is shown to be not only 
ineffective but also abusive. We 
must not allow police brutality 
to get out of hand". 

DEBATE 

Zuckerman was released Mon- 
day morning after interviewing 
and debating with other detainee* 
at Police Headquarters, but it i.i 
not known whether or not McGill 
won these .debates.

"Let's get going again" seems to be the philosophy of the 
Sixties, and men of action arc everywhere. Such a man is 
Dr. Evan Turner of the Montreal Museum of Fine Arts, who 
recently brought the superb Van Gogh exhibition to Montreal.- 
This exhibition drew 135,000 people and kept the Museum staff 
to busy that one or two were heard to state "cither 'Van' leaves 
or we do". 

No -one quite knows what brought the public in such 
numbers to the Van Gogh exhibition except that many had seen 
the film version of Van Gogh's life, "Lust for Life". Indeed, 
1 overheard one woman exclaim, looking at Van Gogh's 
self-portrait, "Why, he looks just like Kirk Douglas!" 

The great thing about the exhibition was that it brought 
many Montrcalers to the Museum who hadn't been there before, 
and many of these people have been returning ever since. 
.Also significant is that the Museum is /privately supported, and 
receives no help from the Canadian Government. Indeed, our 
Government gives less money to art throughout Canada than 
New York City gives to its Metropolitan Museum of Fine Art. 
Change of government, anyone ? 

And there was no problem gelling information about (he 
Museum from the staff there. They were more than helpful, 
and I was flooded with facts, some relevant and others not. 
Did vou know, for example, that there are 941 coal hangers 
in trie Museum cloakroom? Other facts of interest: it cos's 
$25,000 to be a patron of the Museum but only SS to be a 
member; .ill exhibits are now without charge to the public; 
and the next exhibition will be of Eskimo an, opening Friday, 
March 10. ' 

Most interesting of all is the Artist-in ActionNight, held 
once a month. At this time the Museum provides paint and 
canvas, and the public can conic an dabble under the guidance 
of a well-known artist. There's nothing like learning by doing, 
and for those of us who were progressively raised, what a 
splendid opportunity to recapture those unselfconscious days 
of kindcrgarden painting. And who knows, one of us might 
show, some talent. Van Gogh, after all, only started painting 
at 20. 

Art and artists are such fascinating subjects, and because 
of this one can understand the increased enrollment in Fine 
Arls courses at McGill. With such courses, art books, a museum 
of fine arts, and a host of art galleries and artists' studios, no 
one need be, to use Alan Jarvis' phrase, "visually Illiterate" 
anymore.

Editorial 

Canadian Business Please Note 

Canadian business should study seriously a dra- 
matic move by some 21 Cleveland companies to help x 
meet the problem of financing higher education. After 
two years of negotiation, the Ohio industrialists have 
pledged their concerns to attempt "major increases 
in contributions commencing at once and increasing 
within three years to a minimum of not less than 1 
per cent of income before taxes". 

The executives have issued a stirring statement 
of the reasons for their support. It says : "At issue 
is the question whether or not American democracy, 
voluntarily, can and will provide the necessary sup- 
port to higher education . . . Over the years Ameri- 
can business and industry have received far more 
from higher education than they have given irr re- 
turn... Corporations should begin to pay a higher 
share of the cost." 

A noteworthy aspect of the Cleveland compact 
was its spontaneous generation, at least to the extent 
that it was not produced by an organized drive. This, 
however, does not mean that Canadian companies 
should sit back and wait for an equally impromptu 
movement to gel here. In fact education week — 
which begins February 5 — would be an ideal time 
for industrialists in this country to launch a "Cleve- 
land movement" of their own.

English, Zoology, Geology Honours 
Courses Explained By Mentors

Members of the English, Geology and Zoology departments joined forces yesterday, 
lo give the third in the ASUS Honours Lectures Series. 



Professor Wnlkcr of the En- 
glish Department gave a general 
introduction to the subject by 
describing the advantages of 
honouring in any specific sub- 
ject, lie said that, although the 
general student learns a, wider 
range of subjects, the honours 
student receives a real grounding 
in' his subject, lie becomes the 
particular concern on the de- 
partment in whose subject jie is 
honouring, and as such receives 
more individual attention, ! and 
comes into close contact with his 
teachers. 

Honours classes are usually 
smaller than general ones. Ho- 
nours students in 3rd and 4th 
year English have access to the 
Library stacks. They can often 
quality for awards, scholarships 
and fellowships with more chance 
of success than a general student. 
Whereas general students cannot 
t nier graduate studies without an 
extra, qualifying year of studies,

Walker stated that the requi- 
rements for entering honours 
English is a 65 average in En- 
glish. The student who enters the 
Honours course at the beginning 
of second year must take two 
compulsory subjects in his se- 
cond year — English 200 and 230 
— and must take 8 more English 
subjects during his remaining 
two years. 

He must maintain a 65 average 
in these subjects in order to en- 
ter the 3rd year in honours. 

A student who has not regis- 
tered for honours English in his 
second year can enter the cour- 
se in his third year, and make up 
the two courses he should have 
taken in second year by taking 
more advance courses on the sa- 
me subject. 

Of the ten courses the honours 
student, takes during his second, 
third; and fourth year, six are 
compulsory and four are optio- 
nal. 

Dr. Stanley of the Zoology de- 
partment outlined the three ave- 
nues of approach to specializa- 
tion in his subject. 

The first, which gives a highly 
condeitsed training, is the- Ho- 
nours Zoology course, which ta- 
kes three years, after first year 
science. Courses are mainly in 
Zoology, with a few in Botany, 
genetics and others. 

For a broader training, he sug- 
gested taking General Honours 



tany, 30% are Genetics, 30% are 
Zoology, and the remaining 107c 
is made up of courses in Chemis- 
try, Physics, and other options. 

The third course, one which 
has never been given before, is a 
five-year course in Mathmetics 
and Zoology. These two subjects 
comprise 487c each of the cour- 
se, and the remaining four per- 
cent is Biochemistry and phy- 
siology. * . . 

A 65 average must be main- 
tained In any of these courses. 
Both the joint honours and ho- 
nours zoology course may be en- 
tered from the third as well as 
second year. 

BASIS OF MARKS 
Professor Clarke, discussing 
the geology honours course, said 
that admission to the course is 
on the basis of marks. A 65 ave- 
rage is required. Any student 
who attains this average at the 
end dT the year is automatically 
admitted to the honours course. 
Any honours student who fails 
to attain this is automatically 
removed from the course. As 
well as gcologv courses, students 
take Mathematics, Physics, and 
Chemistry. 

No material or courses are 
witheld from geology students 
who are not in honours courses. 

As well as this honours course, 
there is a special five year ho- 
nours geology and physics cour- 
se, to which only a few students 
are admitted each year.
